Across The Board To $300; Board Refused To Move 
From Original Offer Of $150.

Witwicki Death 
Accidental Says 
Coroner's Jury 

Evidence Reveals Car Had 
Gone Off Track Ripping Out 
Three Sets of Timber Which 
Had Permitted Rock To 
Fall On Deceased. 

Coroner Don McPherson 
and a jury of six heard evi. 
dence on Wednesday night 
pertaining to the fatal injury 
received by Wm. Witwicki,23, 
in McGillivray mine at 12.30 
Wednesday morning and 
brought in the following ver¬ 
dict: “Wm. Witwicki came 
to his death on June 16 at 
12.30 a m. on No. 5 level, chute 
45. Death was from a frac¬ 
tured neck as a result of fal¬ 
len rock caused by the derail¬ 
ment of a mine car.” 

Dr. Aiello stated that upon 
examining the deceased at 
the mine head he could find 
no outward sign of injury and 
surmized that it must have 
been a high cord injury to the 
neck or back. His evidence 
was confirmed by Dr. Stewart 
who had performed an autop¬ 
sy on the deceased. He found 
death due to a fractured verti- 
brae of the neck. 

Mine surveyor A.E. Graham 
submitted a blue print of the 
scene of the accident and ex¬ 
plained it in detail. One car 
had gone off the track and 3 
sets knocked out. The rock 
had fallen from above the car. 

W. Godfrey, mine laborer, 
told of being in the same car 
-as-%hree other men including 
deceased, On No. 5 level near 
45 chute the car had gone off 
the track. He shouted and 
signalled with his light to the 
dinkey driver to stop and 
jumped from the car as the 
rock started to fall. He return¬ 
ed to the car when it stopped 
and began to clear away the 
debris, aided by dinkey driver 
Steve Panek. He estimated 
H to 2 tons of rock had fallen. 

In reply to questions wit¬ 
ness estimated the accident 
had occurred at 12.30 a.m. and 
that it had required 15 to 20 
minutes to clear the debris in 
the car. Two men had been 
shaken up while no response 
was received from the third. 

Steve Panek, dinkey driver, 
told of hearing the boys voices 
shouting that the car was off 
the track. He was already 
stopping when he saw God¬ 
frey’s signal. He saw the car 
brush the low side set out, 
and saw the debris fall. He 
saw Godfrey jump out of the 
car. He ran to the aid of the 
men and found quite a bit of 
rock in the car. He lifted a 
large slab of rock weighing 
approximately 400 to 500 
pounds which covered the 
men. Two men crawled out 
and Godfrey pulled out de¬ 
ceased. The latter failed to 
respond to First Aid and he 
was eventually taken to the 
surface. He stated neither 
the dinky, which was ahead 
of the car, nor the car which 
followed the derailed car went 
off the tracks, despitg the fact 
they went over the same sec¬ 
tion of track. 

Henry France established 
the time of the accident and 
the time deceased was brought 
to the surface.

WHILE THE INVASION OF DIEPPE, in which the Canadian army 
played a major, part, occurred in August, 1942, it has continued to be a 
subject of interest in this country, and there are many who have never 
been fully satisfied as to whether the operation was worth the cost of the 
many lives which were lost in it. Recently, further light was thrown on 
the matter, when the official story “The Canadian Army in the Second 
World War” was published by the Dominion Department of Defence. Two 
chapters of “The Canadian Army, 1939-45" written by Col. Charles Stacey, 
Director of the Historical Section of the General Staff, deal with the Dieppe 
operation, and give many facts which- show, that while the operation in it¬ 
self was a failure, invaluable information was gained, which contributed 
much to the success of the invasion of Europe on “D” Day.

Not only was useful information gained, but the op¬ 
eration was of further value because, in view of their 
success in repelling it, the Germans believed that 
they could successfully beat back any invasion of 
the beaches. Events following “D” Day demonstrated that the Germans 
had been misled by the attack at Dieppe into believing that the tactics they 
employed there would ensure their hold upon the continent. While most of 
the events of the operation have previously been published, some new in¬ 
formation has been made public in the story published by the Defence De¬ 
partment, which show more clearly why the attack failed. One of these 
was that it was decided not to provide heavy bomber support. “The elimi¬ 
nation of this air bombardment removed from the plan the only element of 
really heavy support contained in it” the author states.

For Failure 


Another point of interest not hitherto emphasized 
May Be Proud was that Major General J. H. Roberts, Command- 
Of Undertaking er of the Second Canadian Division, was hamper- 
■» ed by “limited and frequently inaccurate informa¬ 
tion," reaching him at his headquarters aboard a destroyer, concerning 
events on the shore. One extremely exaggerated report of successes on 
the main beaches decided him to land his floating reserve, which rafi into 
withering fire. That there was some error in planning the attack is sug¬ 
gested in the part ol the report which says: “It is difficult to avoid the con¬ 
clusion that the planners underestimated the influence of topography and 
of the defensive works known to be numerous in the target area.” In 
spite of these things, the value of the operation in planning the “D” Day 
invasion of 1944 has never been seriously questioned. In referring to that 
aspect of the event Col. Stacey writes, “That much criticized undertaking 
has made an essential contribution to the success of the most momentous 
operation of war ever attempted.” For that reason, we may feel pride in 
the part played by the Canadian army in the attack, in spite of the fact 
that it was a costly failure.

In Many Lands 


CHICAGO. — Living costa are 
soaring high over several coun¬ 
tries besides the United States. 

Between August, 1939, and De¬ 
cember, 1947, living costs in the 
United States rose 69 per cent., 
the Municipal Finance Officers 
Association reported. 

During the same period, the 
Association fcaid. the cost of liv-, 
ing jumped XI8 per cent, in Ice¬ 
land, 207 per cent, in Peru, 205 
per cent, in Mexico. 178 per cent, 
in Czechoslovakia and 72 per 
cent, in Newfoundland. 

Among countries for which 
comparable statistics were avail¬ 
able. the Asscciation added, 
these showed the smallest cost of 
living gains for the period: Can¬ 
ada 45 per cent., Norway and 
Sweden 56 per cent, and Switzer¬ 
land 63 per cent. 

Canadian living costs jumped 
the highest last year. 14 9 per 
cent. The United States showed 
a 1947 increase of 8 9 per cent. 
The price index declined 6.6 dur- 
, ing 1947 in Czechoslovakia and 
2 4 per cent, in Norway.

Sea Plane Lands 
On Crows Nest Lake 

Bad Flying Conditions Over 

Waterton Lakes Forced 

Landing Here. 

A twenty-three passenger 
Stranear Flying Boat landed 
on the Crows Nest Lake, west 
of Coleman, at 5 p.m. Tuesday. 

The plane is owned and op¬ 
erated by the Queen Charlotte 
Airlines and was piloted by 
Mr. R. Spilsbury, accompanied 
by Mr. Nairn, both of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Flying from Vancouver to 
Montreal the regular landing 
was to have taken place at 
Waterton Lake but due to 
poor visibility it was forced to 
turn back and land here. The 
flight was scheduled to con¬ 
tinue as soon as gasoline sup¬ 
plies were brought from Leth¬ 
bridge. 

In an interview with The 
Journal Mr. Spilsbury, cap¬ 
tain of the flight, stated that 
Crows Nest Lake was much 
more suitable for landing fly¬ 
ing boats than Waterton. He 
explained the lake was large 
enough to land a four-engined 
plane without difficulty and 
due to the continual breeze 
over the lake there is little 
danger of the lake fogging 
over to prevent safe landings. 

Mr. Spilsbury stated he was 
going to suggest to his com¬ 
pany that Crows Nest Lake 
be used as a regular refuel¬ 
ling depot.

Weed-Killing 
Chemical To Be 
Used Extensively 

WINNIPEG. — Between 15 and ! 
thousand 2,4-D, chemical weed coi 
trol machines will be in operation to 
battle the weed menace in the prairie 
provinces this summer, H. E. Wood, 
chairman of the Manitoba weeds 
commission, stated. 

The weed-killing chemical will be 
ipplied to more than 5,000,000 acres 
(f farm lands in Manitoba, Saskat¬ 
chewan and Alberta. 

So far this year in Manitoba, sev¬ 
eral thousand trial plots and other 
2,4-D experiments have been co-ordi¬ 
nated through the central committee 
of the commission. 

Planning for the attack on weeds 
was started by committees early in 
January of this year and many pre¬ 
emergence tests, where the chemical 
is applied before the crop appears, 
have been made. * 


MORDEN, Man.—Another step has 
been taken in the provision of a 
water and sewage system for Morden 
as the result of negotiations mem¬ 
bers of the town council have had 
with the Manitoba Public Utility 
board. A bylaw will be prepared by 
the council, submitted to the board, 
and if it meets with the approval of 
the latter body a vote in the local 
improvement area will be taken.

Test Anti-Hud 
Slide Discovery 
At Calgary 


CALGARY.—First Canadian appli¬ 
cation of a system of electrosmosis to 
prevent mud slides—a German war¬ 
time discovery—was carried out on 
a steep hill threatening more than 
a score of Calgary homes. 

The experiment, which involved 
forcing of drainage by using an elec¬ 
tric current, started on a 90-foo 
ride on Sunnyside Hill here. 

A mudslide on the hill, situated on 
the north bank of the Bow River, 
forced 63 persons to flee from their 
homes recently. A number of dwell¬ 
ings suffered minor damage and a 
garage was demolished. 

Electrosmosis involves the drawing 
out of moisture from the hillside and 
forming a dry barrier across the 
brow of the hill. Direct current is 
forced into the ground through a 
number of electrodes. 

Officials in charge of the experi¬ 
ment hope that the semi-dry barrier 
along the face of the hill will prevent 
crumbling of the edge. The process 
was discovered by a German scien¬ 
tist now living in England. It was 
first used in constructing the German 
submarine pens at Trondheim, Nor¬ 
way. 

The process requires a direct cur¬ 
rent to the electrodes which are fix¬ 
ed in water pipes set vertically in 
the ground. The current draws the 
water in the vicinity through the 
ground to the pipes much as a mag¬ 
net draws iron filings. Once in the 
pipe, the water is pumped out either 
manually or automatically to a near¬ 
by sewer system. 

Prof. R. M. Hardy, Dean of Engi¬ 
neering at the University of Alberta, 
and Prof. J. A. Harle of the same 
department, say they are pleased 
with the initial results of the experi¬ 
ment which is under their direction. 

However, they say that it will “be 
some time yet” before success, or 
failure, of the experiment can be 
known. 

Dean Hardy said the process, if 
successful, "will be far more eco¬ 
nomical than conventional drainage 
methods.”
